gets short measure not because the 
dealer is trying to cheat him, but 
because the vender is ignorant of 
the fact that his pump is cheating," 
said Commissioner Eynon. 


"Thousands of tanks 
along 
the 


streets and highways of Pennsylva- 
nia close for the night at a compara- 
tively early hour. During the hours 
which elapse before an attendant is 
again on the job the gasoline in the 
pump connections has seeped back in- 
to the underground tank. In other 
words, the gasoline pump, like the 
old fashioned water pump in the back j 
yard, must be 'primed' before it gives ' 
full measure. The quantity withheld 
in individual cases is slight, but in 
the aggregate on many thousands of 
pumps, it totals a huge gallonage in 
the course of twelve months. If 5000 
pumps 'cheat' three pints daily for 
365 days the yearly total approxim- 
ates 684,000 gallons, which, at twenty 
cents a gallon, amounts to nearly 
$137,000.

to 'prime' his pumps foi; the first 
customers of the day, I am 'quite sure. 
County dealers of weights and meas- 
ures and attaches of the" Department 
of Internal Affairs for come time have 
been telling dealers what happens 
when a gasoline pump is unused eight 
or ten hours."
